Scattered here and 
there among the verbenas were des­ 
ert sunflowers. The two plants seem 
to grow together in the utmost h a r­ 
mony. 
Even th eir color scheme is 
harm onious. 
The far-fam ed desert lily is m ak ­ 
ing its appearance. 
Several m em ­ 
bers of our parly found a plant in 
blossom. 
It is just a little early for 
the lily to be in blossom but there 
is alw ays a hardy adventurer or two 
leading the procession. 
In the Palm 
Springs area the desert lily plants 
in private gardens are now in evi­ 
dence but not in blossom. The des­ 
ert lily has had a hard struggle for 
existence in the Saltón Sea district, 
and if not protected more rigidly, 
will surely disappear from the more 
frequented spots. 
B etw een the bushes the sand color 
is giving way to the green of new 
vegetation, the forerunner of wild-

Inasmuch as most or us arc not very familiar w ith the various forms 
o f governm ent, and are frequently em barrassed at trying to explain them, 
w e subm it the following to clarify the situation: 
Socialism: 
You have tw o cows. 
You give one to your neighbor. 
Comm unism : 
Yi u have tw o cows and give both of them to the gov­ 
ernm ent, and the governm ent gives you the milk. 
Fascism: 
You keep the cows and give the milk to the governm ent, 
and the governm ent sells part of it back to you. 
Naziisni: 
T he governm ent shoots you and takes both cows. 
New Deal ism: 
T he governm ent shoots one cow , milks the other 
and pours the milk dow n the sewer. 
Capitalism : 
You milk both cows, sell the milk, buy a bull and in­ 
crease the herd. 


AIMING AT THE "LITTLE FELLOW" 


It is reported that there is a growing belief among 
Congressmen that the revenue derived from the income 
tax must be increased. It is also reported that Treas­ 
ury officials are extremely dubious as to the possibility 
of raising any substantial additional amount of revenue 
by “soaking the rich" further. 
Big individual incomes 
are already subject to surtaxes ranging up to 80 per 
cent, and the point of diminishing returns has 
been 
reached. 
Therefore, it is argued, additional income tax must 
he raised by increasing the levies on persons in the low­ 
er and middle tax brackets—and by dropping 
those 
brackets so as to reach income levels which are now 
exempt from direct taxation. 
If this comes to pass—and it is obvious, if we con­ 
tinue to spend two dollars for every dollar we take in, 
that tax revenue must be upped—those citizens who 
have taken small interest in government fiscal policy, 
on the theory that the rich must pay the bills, will be 
due for the rudest sort of awakening. The fact of the 
m atter is that today the rich could pay but a small part 
of taxes required even if their total incomes were con­ 
fiscated. The great bulk must be paid by ordinary cit­ 
izens, through indirect, hidden taxes which constitute 
part of the cost of everything we buy and use. 
But 
relatively few of us seem to realize that—and it is that 
blindness to fact which has created our almost crim­ 
inal indifference toward the tax and debt policies of our 
government. 
Reducing income tax exemptions and increasing 
the levies in the middle and lower brackets would bring 
home hard to almost every citizen the tremendous, per­ 
sonal interest he has in the financial conduct of gov­ 
ernment. It would show him once and for all that econ­ 
omical, efficient government means more dollars in his 
pocket — and that wasteful, inefficient government 
means fewer dollars in his pocket. 
We’re nearing the cross-roads in fiscal policy now. 
Either the cost of government will be cut—or taxes will
